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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Moon (US Pat 6,749,315) in view of McGinty (US Pat. 5,540,876). 

In regard to Claims 1-2,4-12, Moon discloses all of the claimed elements of Claim 
1,4, 6, and 7-8, 10, and 12 except for conductive members having v-shaped scallops. 
However, Mcginty discloses in Figure 1 a heat radiation lamp assembly for a Furnace 
system wherein each end of the elongated lamps, which are in a parallel configuration, 
are secured in a v-shaped groove (10,11) of a fixed support structure (12,13). It would 
be generally obvious to one of ordinary skill to change the shape of the scallop from a 
semicircle shape to a v-shape because there is no clear indication by the applicant why 
the change in shape of the scallop from a semi-circular configuration to a v-shaped 
configuration is significant and how the manufacturing of the v-shaped scallop is easier 
to control than the semi-circular shaped scallop. Therefore, it would be obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art modify the backlight module of Moon with the v-shaped 
members of McGinty because there is lack of any persuasive evidence of significance 
of the v-shaped configuration see In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669. 

In regard to Claim 3, Moon discloses in Figure 5D a lamp holder (55b) disposed 
between a fixed base portion (341b) and a conductive device (47b) which acts as an 
isolation layer and maybe formed of an elastic material to protect the lamps from 
external damage. It would generally be obvious to one of ordinary skill to rearrange 
these parts so that the isolation member is a strip that is direct contact with the lamp 
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member and situated between the lamp and upper fixed seat (Figure 6, 543b) and this 
would not alter the function of device see In re Japikse, 181 F.2d 1019. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lee (6,857,759), Shin (6,880,953), and Moon (6,796,678) 
disclose a backlight module for a liquid crystal display including elongated lamp 
members where each lamp end is secured in a fixed seat of a particular configuration.
